I subsequently checked this with Mr. McCone who agreed also and 
stated that he did not feel it was necessary for the matter to be brought 
to USIB -- that NSA should disapprove the trip on its own merits and 
that if it did not choose to do so, he, the Director, was prepared to 
disapprove the visit to Moscow. 


2. I informed Mr. Ash of the foregoing this afternoon and Mr. 
Ash said he would inform Mr. Coyne.
